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NOTES  TO  THE  READER. 

First. The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  to  solar  or 
apparent  time,  to  which  add  the  equation  in  the  Table  on  page 
19,  when  the  clock  is  fast,  and  subtract  when  slow,  for  the  mean 
or  clock  time. 

Second.  The  time  of  high  water  at  Philadelphia,  is  so  com- 
puted as  to  serve  either  for  morning  or  evening :  exact  enough 
for  common  use:  The  morning  hood  being  about  12  minutes 
earlier  than  the  time  in  the  tide  column,  and  that  of  the  even- 
ing as  much  later. 

Third.  The  sun's  declination  is  fitted  to  the  meridian  of  Phi- 
ladelphia, for  the  noon  of  each  day  in  the  year, 

Fourth.  As  the  days  end  at  midnight,  the  rising,  setting,  and 
southing  of  the  moon,  when  after  thatjtime,  is  found  against  the 
succeeding  day  ;  soon  the  night  of  (or  following)  the  8th  of 
the  First  month,  (January,)  the  moon  sets  at  2h.  25  m.  after 
midnight;  viz.  in  the  morning  of  the  9th,  not  at  1  h.  17  m. 
which  is  the  time  of  her  setting  the  preceding  morning. 

Fifth.  The  rising,  setting,  or  southing  of  a  star,  may  be  car- 
ried several  days  backward,  by  adding,  or  forward,  by  subir 
tracting,  four  minutes  per  day.  For  instance,  on  the  9th  day 
of  the  First  month;  (January,)  Sirius  is  south  at  11  hours,  14-  m. 
adding  12  minutes  for  3  days  sooner,  we  have  11  h.  26  m.  for  the 
southing  on  the  6th,  and  deducting  8  m  for  two  days  later,  leaves 
11  h.  6  m.for  that  on  the  11th  of  the  same  month,  Sec 

Sixth.  The  time  of  Alioth's  passing  over  the  meridian,  or  J 
when  a  plumb  line  apparently  cuts  both  the  pole  star  and  Ali- 
oth, is  given  for  the  first  six  months  above  the  pole,  and  for  the 
last  six  months  below  it,  for  five  days  in  every  month,  and  ma^| 
be  readily  known  fori  any  day  by  the  preceding  note; — These' 
two  stars  will  be  visibly  coincident  with  a  level  East  and  West 
line,  at  5  h.  59m.  before  and  after  Alioth  passes  the  meridian Y 
but  for  common  use  sa^  six  hours ;  Thus  wTe  may  regulate  time 
pieces  to  a   minute,  or  tell  the  time  without  them.    The  pole 
star  is  on  the  meridian  8/or  9  minutes  later  than  Alioth;  when  a 
true  meridian  line  may  be  drawn  by  it,  and  the  magnetic  varia  - 
lion  thereby  determined,  &c. 

Alioth  is  "the  first  stai|*  in  the  tail  of  the  great  Bear;  viz.  that 
next  to  the  square,  oJ  it  is  the  third  star  of  the  seTen;  com- 
morily  called  the  waggon  or  plough,  counting  towards  those  two 
of  them  which  are  denominated  the  pointers.

1st.  Of  the  Sun  on  the  27th  day  of  the  fifth  month,  (May) 
at  8  h.  31  m.  in  the  morning, — invisible  at  Philadelphia,  on  ac- 
count of  the  Moon's  great  south  latitude. 

2d.  Of  the  Moon  on  the  10th  day  of  the  sixth  month  (June)  at 
5  h.  44  m.  in  the  afternoon,  invisible  at  Philadelphia. 

3d.  A  Transit  of  Mercury  over  the  Sun's  disk,  on  the  7th 
day  of  the  eleventh  month  (November)  at  2  h.  37  m.  in  the 
afternoon,  visible  at  Philadelphia,  as  seen  from  the  earth's 
centre,  as  follows,  viz  ; 

Beginning  of  the  Transit  at 

Middle  of  the  Tran.  (dis.  of  cen.  5m.  35s.)  at 
The  Sun  sets  at 

End  of  the  Transit  at 

The  ingress  will  be  visible  from  the  western  extremity  of 
Africa,  and  the  whole  continent  of  America.  The  egress  from 
the  western  half  of  North  America,  the  western  coast  of  South 
America,  New  Holland,  and  the  north  eastern  part  of  Asia. 

4th.  Of  the  Sun,  on  the  20th  day  of  the  eleventh  month 
(November)  at  5  h.  28  m.  in  the  morning,  invisible  at  Phila- 
delphia. 

Venus  (?)  will  be  morning  star  until  the  2d  day  of  the 
tenth  month  (October),  then  evening  star  the  remainder  of  the 
year.

THE  BEAVER. 

Of  all  quadrupeds  the  Beaver  possesses  the  greatest  degree 
of  natural  or  instinctive  sagacity  in  constructing  its  habitation; 
preparing,  in  concert  with  others  of  its  own  species,  a  kind  of 
arched  caverns  or  domes,  supported  by  a  foundation  of  strong 
pillars,  and  lined  or  plastered  internally  with  a  surprising  de- 
gree of  neatness  and  accuracy. 

The  American^  or,  as  they  are  called,  the  associated  and 
civilized  beavers*  unite  in  society  in  the  months  of  June  and 
July,  arriving  in  numbers  from  all  parts,  and  soon  forming  a 
troop  of  two  or  three  hundred.  If  the  waters  near  which  they 
fix  their  establishment  are  fiat,  and  do  not  rise  above  their  or- 
dinary level,  as  in  lakes,  they  dispense  with  a  bank  or  dam  ; 
but  in  rivers  or  brooks,  where  tne  waters  rise  and  fall,  they 
construct  a  bank,  and  by  this  artifice  form  a  pond,  or  piece  of 
water,  which  remains  always  at  the  same  height.  The  bank 
traverses  the  river,  from  one  side  to  the  other,  like  a  sluice, 
and  is  often  from  eighty  to  a  hundred  feet  long,  by  ten  or  twelve 
broad  at  the  base.  This  pile,  for  animals  of  so  small  a  size, 
appears  to  be  enormous,  and  supposes  an  incredible  labour : 
but  the  solidity  with  which  the  work  is  constructed  is  still  more 
astonishing  than  its  magnitude.  The  part  of  the  river  where 
they  erect  this  bank  is  generally  shallow.  If  they  find  on  the 
margin  a  large  tree  which  can  be  made  to  fall  into  the  water, 
they  begin  with  cutting  it  down,  to  form  the  principal  part  of 
their  work.  This  tree  is  often  thicker  than  the  body  of  a 
man  ;  but  by  gnawing  at  its  foot  with  their  four  cutting  teeth, 
they  accomplish  their  purpose  in  a  very  short  time,  always 
contriving  that  the  tree  should  fall  across  the  river.  They 
next  cut  the  branches  from  the  trunk,  to  make  it  lie  level. 
These  operations  are  performed  by  the  whole  community: 
while  some  are  employed  in  gnawing  the  foot  of  the  tree, 
others  traverse  the  banks  of  the  river,  and  cut  down  smaller 
trees,  which  they  dress  and  cut  to  a  certain  length,  to  make 
stakes  of  them,  and  first  drag  them  by  land  to  the  margin  of 
the  river,  and  then  by  water  to  the  place  where  the  building 
is  carrying  on.  These  piles  they  sink  down,  and  interweave 
the  branches  with  the  larger  stakes.  While  some  are  labour- 
ing in  this  manner,  others  bring  earth,  which  they  plash  with 
their  fore- feet,  and  transport  in  such  quantities,  that  they  fill 
with  it  all  the  intervals  between  the  piles.  These  piles  con 
sist  of  several  rows  of  stakes,  of  equal  height,  all  placed  op 
posite  to  each  other,  and  extend  from  one  bank  of  the  river  to 
the  other.  The  stakes  facing  the  under  part  of  the  river  are 
placed  perpendicularly:  but  the  rest  of  the  work  slopes  up- 
wards to  sustain  the  pressure  of  the  fluid,  so  that  the  bank, 
which  is  ten  or  twelve  feet  wide  at  the  base,  is  reduced  to  two 
or  three  at  the  top.

The  first  great  structure  is  made  with  a  view  to  render  their 
small  habitations  more  commodious.  These  cabins,  or  houses, 
are  built  on  piles  near  the  margin  of  the  pond,  and  have  two 
openings,  the  one  for-  going  on  the  land,  and  the  other  to  enable 
the  beavers  to  throw  themselves  into  the  water.  The  form 
of  these  edifices  is  either  oval  or  round,  and  their  dimensions 
vary  from  tour  or  five  to  eight  or  ten  feet  diameter.  Some  of 
them  consist  of  three  or  four  stories,  and  their  walls  are  about 
two  feet  thick,  raised  perpendicularly  on  planks,  or  plain 
stakes,  which  serve  both  for  foundations  and  floors.  They  are 
built  with  amazing  solidity,  neatly  plastered  both  without  and 
within,  impenetrable  to  rain,  and  capable  of  resisting  the  most 
impetuous  winds.  The  partitions  are  covered  with  a  kind  of 
stucco,  as  nicely  plastered  as  if  it  had  been  executed  by  the 
hand  of  man.  In  the  application  of  this  mortar  their  tails 
serve  for  trowels,  and  their  feet  for  plastering.  They  employ 
different  materials,  as  wood,  stone,  and  a  kind  of  sandy  earth, 
which  is  not  subject  to  Uissolution  in  water. 

These  most  interesting  animals  labour  in  a  sitting  posture  ; 
aad,  besides  the  convenience  of  this  situation,  enjoy  the  plea- 
sure of  gnawing  perpetually  the  wood  and  bark  of  trees,  sub- 
stances most  agreeable  to  their  taste  ;  for  they  prefer  fresh 
bark  and  tender  wood  to  the  greater  part  of  their  ordinary 
aliment.  Of  these  provisions  they  lay  up  ample  stores  to  sup- 
port them  during  the  winter ;  but  they  are  not  fond  of  dry 
wood,  and  make  occasional  excursions  during  the  winter  sea- 
son for  fresh  provisions  in  the  forests.  They  establish  their 
magazines  in  the  water,  or  near  their  habitations ;  and  each 
cabin  has  its  own,  proportioned  to  the  number  of  its  inhabi- 
tants j  who  have  all  a  common  right  to  the  store,  and  never 
pillage  their  neighbours.  Some  villages  are  composed  of  twenty 
or  twenty -five  cabins;  but  such  establishments  are  rare,  and 
the  common  republic  seldom  exceeds  ten  or  twelve  families. 
The  smallest  families  contain  two,  four,  and  six  beavers ;  and 
the  largest,  eighteen,  twenty,  and,  it  ia  alleged,  sometimes 
thirty.  They  are  almost  always  equally  paired,  there  being 
the  same  number  of  females  as  of  males.  When  danger  ap- 
proaches, they  warn  each  other  by  striking  the  tail  on  the  sur- 
face of  the  water,  the  noise  cf  which  is  heard  at  a  great  dis- 
tance, and  resounds  through  all  the  vaults  of  their  habitations. 
Each  takes  his  part :  some  plunge  into  the  lake,  others  con- 
ceal themselves  within  their  walls,  which  can  only  be  pene- 
trated by  the  fire  of  heaven,  or  the  steel  of  man,  and  which  no 
animal  will  attempt  either  to  open  or  overturn.  They  often 
swim  a  long  wav  under  the  ice;  and  it  is  then  that  they  are 
most  easily  taken,  by  at  once  attacking  the  cabin,  and  watch- 
ing at  a  hole  made  at  some  distance,  whither  they  are  obliged 
to  repair  for  the  purpose  of  respiration. 

Beside  the  associated  beavers,  there  are  others  which  lead 
a  solitary  life,  and,  instead  of  constructing  caverns,  or  vaulted 
and  plastered  receptacles,  content  themselves  with  forming 
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holes  on  the  banks  of  rivers.  When  taken  young,  the  beaver 
may  be  readily  tamed;  and  in  that  state  appears  to  be  an  ani- 
mal of  a  gentle  disposition,  but  does  not  exhibit  any  symptoms 
of  superior  sagacity. 


THE  AIR  BALOON. 

Among  the  many  discoveries  of  modern  philosophy  this  is 
one  of  the  most  splendid  ;  hithertar  however,  it  has  not  been 
attended  by  corresponding  utility,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of 
steering  the  machine.  The  most  promising  attempts  to 
overcome  this  difficulty  were  made  by  Zambeccari,  an  Italian 
whose  aerial  excursions  are  curiously  detailed  by  Kotzebue, 
in  his  travels,  and  whose  principles  were  truly  scientific;  but 
still  this  great  desideratum  remains  to  be  attained. 

The  discovery  of  hydrogen  gas,  which  is  15  times  lighter 
than  atmospheric  air,  suggested  the  plan  of  filling  with  this 
gaseous  substance  a  silken  balloon,  and  of  its  ascent  in  air, 
with  an  aeronaut  appended  to  it,  provided  the  whole  should 
not  exceed  the  weight  of  an  equal  bulk  of  atmospheric  air. 
The  process  of  filling  the  balloon  is  accomplished  by  mixing 
live  parts  of  water  with  one  of  sulphuric  acid,  and  pouring  the 
mixture  on  iron*filings :  the  light  gas,  by  the  decomposition  of 
the  water,  will  wse  into  the  balloon ;  and  the  balloon,  being  12 
times  lighter  than  the  atmospheric  air,  will  rise  through  it. 
Thus  have  two,  three,  and  even  four  persons,  been  at  one  time 
carried  through  the  atmosphere. 

More  than  fifty  aerial  voyages,  in  different  parts  of  Europe, 
have  been  made  by  Blanchard ;  nearly  as  many  by  Garnerin; 
and  thirty  by  Mr.  Sadler. 


THE  COCOA-NUT  TREE. 
Of  all  the  gifts  which  Providence  has  bestowed  on  the  ori- 
ental world,  the  cocoa-nut  tree  is  the  one  most  deserving  of 
notice.  The  blessings  which  are  conveyed  to  man,  by  this 
single  production  of  nature,  are  incalculable.  It  grows  in  a 
stately  column>  from  thirty  to  fifty  feet  in  height,  crowned  by 
a  verdant  capital  of  waving  branches,  covered  with  long  spiral 
leaves  ;  under  this  foliage,  bunches  of  blossoms,  clusters  of 
green  fruit,  and  others  arrived  at  maturity,  appear  in  mingled 
beauty.  The  trunk,  though  porous,  furnishes  beams  and  raf- 
ters for  the  habitations ;  and  the  leaves,  when  platted  together, 
make  an  excellent  thatch,  as  well  as-common  umbrellas, 
coarse  mats  for  the  floor,  and  brooms ;  while  their  finest  fibres 
are  woven  into  very  beautiful  mats  for  the  rich.  The  covering 
of  the  young  fruit  is  extremely  curious,  resembling  a  piece  of 
thick  cloth,  in  a  conical  form,  close  and  firm  as  if  it  came  from 
the  loom ;  it  expands  after  the  fruit  has  burst  through  its  in- 
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closure,  and  then  appears  of  a  coarser  texture.  The  nuts 
contain  a  delicious  milk,  and  a  kernel  sweet  as  the  almond : 
this,  when  dried,  affords  abundance  of  oil ;  and  when  that  is 
expressed,  the  remains  feed  cattle  and  poultry,  and  make  a 
good  manure.  The  shell  of  the  nut  furnishes  cups,  ladles,  and 
other  domestic  utensils,  while  the  husk  which  encloses  it  is  of 
the  utmost  importance ;  it  is  manufactured  into  ropes,  and 
cordage  of  every  kind,  from  the  smallest  twine  to  the  largest 
cables,  which  are  far  more  durable  than  those  of  hemp.  In 
the  Nicobar  islands,  the  natives  build  their  vessels,  make  the 
sails  and  cordage,  supply  them  with  provisions  and  necessaries, 
and  provide  a  cargo  of  arrack,  vinegar,  oil,  jaggree  or  coarse 
sugar,  cocoa-nr.ts,  coir,  cordage,  black  paint,  and  several  in- 
ferior articles,  for  foreign  markets,  entirely  from  this  tree. 

Many  of  the  trees  are  not  permitted  to  bear  fruit ;  but  the 
embryo  bud,  from  which  the  blossoms  and  nuts  would  spring, 
is  tied  up  to  prevent  its  expansion  ;  and  a  small  incision  being 
then  made  at  the  end.  a  cool  pleasant  liquor,  Called  Tarce,  or 
Toddy,  the  palm-wine  of  the  poets,  oozes  out  in  gentle  drops. 

The  very   best    Way  to  make  your  Children  love  and 
resfiect  you. 

The  very  best  way  to  make  your  children  love  and  respect 
you  when  you  are  old,  is  to  teach  them  absolute  obedience 
when  they  are  young,  that  being  the  first  virtue  a  child  is  ca- 
pable of.  Certainly  nothing  sinks  deeper,  or  takes  faster  root 
in:  he  mind  of  a  man,  than  those  rules  and  precepts  learned 
when  a  child.  Solon  made  a  law,  that  those  parents  should 
neither  be  relieved  nor  regarded  in  their  old  age  by  their  chil- 
dren, who  took  no  care,  by  a  good  and  virtuous  education  in 
their  youth,  to  instruct  them  in  all  the  principles  of  their  duty. 
Socrates  says,  he  that  makes  his  son  worthy  of  esteem,  by 
giving  him  a  liberal  education,  has  a  far  better  title  to  his 
obedience  and  duty,  than  he  that  gives  him  a  large  estate 
without  it. 


The  Means  of  Becoming  equally  Beloved  and  jidmired  by 
all  Men. 

Knowledge,  softened  with  complacency,  and  a  yielding 
sweetness  of  temper,  makes  a  man  equally  beloved  and  ad- 
mired by  all  the  world  that  knows  him  ;  but  joined  with  a  se- 
vere, morose,  and  assuming  behaviour,  makes  him  not  only 
shunned  and  feared,  but  mortally  hated  by  every  creature. 
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An  effectual  Method  to  avoid  Vice^  and  secure  Virtue. 

If  you  would  be  free  from  sin,  fly  temptation ;  he  that  does 
not  endeavour  to  avoid  the  one,  cannot  expect  Providence  to 
defend  him  from  the  other.  If  the  first  spark  of  ill  were 
quenched,  there  would  be  no  flame;  for  how  can  he  kill,  who 
dares  not  be  angry  ;  or  be  an  adulterer  in  act,  that  does  not 
transgress  in  Desire  ?  How  can  he  be  perjured,  that  fears  an 
oath ;  or  he  defraud,  that  does  not  allow  himself  to  covet? 


Virtue  the  most  Precious  of  all  Acquisitions. 

Virtue  strengthens  in  adversity,  moderates  in  prosperity, 
guides  in  society,  entertains  in  solitude,  advises  in  doubts  sup- 
ports in  weakness ;  it  is  of  all  acquisitions  the  most  precious, 
without  it  the  goods  of  fortune  become  evils,  serving  only  to 
make  us  guilty  and  miserable ;  for  it  gives  glory  to  God,  utility 
to  the  public,  tranquillity  and  joy  to  the  conscience,  relief  to 
some,  counsel  to  others,  and  example  to  all. 


Observations  necessary  in  the  Choice  of  Friends. 

Nothing  contributes  more  to  the  happiness  of  life  than 
friendship;  but  if  the  understanding  does  not  direct  the  heart, 
friends  are  more  proper  to  disturb  than  please  us,  and  more 
capable  of  hurting  than  serving  us.  Nothing  disturbs  our  re- 
pose so  much  as  friends,  if  we  have  not  judgment  enough  to 
choose  them  well.  Importunate  friends  make  us  wish  they 
were  indifferent,  the  morose  give  us  more  uneasiness  by  their 
humour,  than  they  do  us  good  by  their  services  ;  and  the  im- 
perious tyranise  over  us. 


Anecdote  of  General  Lee. 

General  Lee  was  remarkably  slovenly  in  his  dress  and  man- 
ners; and  has  often  by  the  meanness  of  his  appearance,  been 
subject  to  ridicule  and  insult.  He  was  once  attending  general 
Washington  to  a  place  distant  from  the  camp — Riding  on,  he 
arrived  at  the  house  where  they  were  to  dine,  sometime  be- 
fore the  rest  of  the  company.  He  went  directly  to  the  kitchen 
demanding  something  to  eat :  when  the  cook,  taking  him  tor  a 
servant,  told  him  she  would  give  him  some  victuals  in  a  mo- 
ment—but he  must  help  her  off*  with  the  pot.  This  he  com- 
plied with  and  sat  down  to  some  cold  meat  which  was  placed 
before  him  on  the  dresser.  The  girl  was  remarkably  inquisi- 
tive about  the  guests  who  were  coming,  particularly  of  Lee, 
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who  she  said  she  heard  was  one  of  the  oddest  and  ugliest  men 
in  the  world.  In  a  few  moments  she  desired  the  general  again 
to  assist  her  in  placing  on  the  pot,  and  scarcely  had  he  finish- 
ed, when  she  requested  him  to  take  the  bucket  and  go  to  the 
well.  Lee  made  no  objections,  and  began  drawing  the  water. 
In  the  mean  time  general  Washington  arrived,  and  an  aid-de- 
camp was  despatched  in  search  of  Lee;  whom  to  his  surprise 
he  found  engaged  as  above — But  what  was  the  confusion  of  the 
poor  girl  on  hearing  the  aid-de-camp  address  the  man  with 
whom  she  had  been  so  familiar,  with  the  title  of  excellency ! 

The  mug  fell  from  her  hands,  and  dropping  on  her  knees, 
she  began  crying  for  pardon  ;  when  Lee,  who  was  ever  ready 
to  see  the  impropriety  of  his  own  conduct,  but  never  willing 
to  change  it,  gave  her  a  crown,  and  turning  to  the  aid-de-camp, 
observed — "  you  see  young  man,  the  advantage  of  a  fine  coat 
— the  man  of  consequence  is  indebted  to  it  for  respect ;  neither 
virtue  nor  abilities,  without  it,  will  make  him  look  like  a  gen- 
tleman/' 


Otway,  a  well  known  English  dramatic  writer,  was  at  all 
times  very  needy.  He  lived  many  years  in  or  about  London, 
where  his  plays,  although  generally  excellent,  procured  him  a 
bare  subsistence.  One  night  two  or  three  thieves  broke  into 
his  house,  under  an  opinion  that  the  man  must  have  consider- 
able wealth,  who  was  so  much  talked  of  as  the  author  of  the 
Orphan,  &c.  He  showed  them  great  complaisance,  however, 
and  then  opened  to  them  an  old  empty  trunk,  adding,  1  won- 
der, gentlemen  adventurers,  what  you  can  expect  to  find  in  my 
house  in  the  night,  when,  if  it  was  to  save  my  soul,  I  can  my- 
self find  nothing  in  it  in  the  day  time. 


Washington's  true  Greatness. 

When  Col.  Washington  was  stationed  at  Alexandria,  in 
1754,  there  was  an  election  for  members  of  the  Assembly, 
when  Mr.  W.  Payne  opposed  the  candidate  supported  by 
Washington.  In  the  course  of  the  contest,  Washington  grew 
warm,  and  said  something  offensive  to  Mr.  Payne,  who  at  one 
blow  extended  him  on  the  ground.  The  regiment  heard  that 
their  Colonel  was  murdered  by  the  mob,  and  they  were  soon 
under  arms  and  in  rapid  motion  to  the  town  to  inflict  punish- 
ment on  the  supposed  murderers.  To  their  great  joy,  he  came 
out  to  meet  them,  thanking  them  for  such  a  proof  of  attach- 
ment, but  conjuring  them  by  their  love  for  him  and  their  duty, 
to  return  peaceably  to  their  barracks.  Feeling  himself  to  be 
the  aggressor,  he  resolved  to  make  honourable  reparation. 
Early  next  morning  he  wrote  a  polite  note  to  Mr.  Payne,  re- 
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questing  to  see  him  at  the  tavern.  Payne  repaired  to  the 
place  appointed,  in  expectation  of  a  duel,  but  what  was  his 
surprise  to  see  wine  and  glasses  in  lieu  of  pistols.  Washing- 
ton rose  to  meet  him,  and  smiling  as  he  offered  his  hand,  be- 
gan, "  Mr.  Payne,  to  err  is  nature ;  to  rectify  error  is  glory. 
I  believe  I  was  wrong  yesterday  ;  you  have  already  had  some 
satisfaction,  and  if  you  deem  that  sufficient  here  is  my  hand  — 
let  us  be  friends.'*  An  act  of  such  sublime  virtue  produced  its 
proper  effect,  and  Mr.  Payne  was  from  that  moment  an  en- 
thusiastic admirer  of  Washington. 


A  lawyer  and  a  physician  having  a  dispute  about  prece- 
dence, referred  it  to  Diogenes,  who  gave  it  in  favour  of  the 
lawyer,  in  these  terms :  ••  Let  the  thief  go  before,  and  the  exe- 
cutioner follow." 


Not  long  since,  a  certain  Quack  was  addressed  by  one  of  his 
patients  as  follows ;  "  Doctor,  how  is  it  that  when  we  eat  and 
drink,  the  meat  is  separated  from  the  drink ;"  "  Why,  I'll  tell 
you,  replied  the  Quack  In  the  neck  there  are  two  pipes,  one 
of  them  is  to  recive  meat,  the  other  drink ;  at  the  top  of  these 
pipes,  is  a  lid,  or  Clapper,  and  when  we  eat,  this  clapper  shuts 
up  the  drink  pipe,  and  when  we  drink  it  turns  back  upon  the 
meat  pipe."  4*  But,  Doctor  (says,  the  patient,)  it  seems  to  me 
that  clapper  must  fi lay  confounded  sharp,  indeed  when  we  eat 
pudding  and  milk!" 


How  to  stop,  Bleeding. 

The  Revue  Medicale  states,  that  when  all  other  means  fail 
in  arresting  hemorrhage,  a  little  oil  of  tobacco  has  immediately 
succeeded.  That  which  collects  in  the  stems  of  pipes  which 
have  been  smoked  will  answer  perfectly.  The  discovery  was 
made  by  Humel,  a  chemist  at  Berlin,  and  his  mixture  is  eight 
ounces  of  distilled  water,  two  drams  of  oil  of  tobacco,  and  a 
few  drops  of  echereal  animal  oil.  This  has  been  so  effectual 
that  by  recent  decree  of  the  Minister  ot  the  Interior  at  Munich, 
all  apothecaries  are  ordered  to  keep  it  prepared. 


Potatoes  for  Horses. 

An  Irish  writer  on  husbandry,  whose  name  is  Martin  Doyle, 
and  whose  works  were  published  in  Dublin  in  1830,  has  the 
following  remarks ; 

With  respect  to  pctatoe  feeding  for  horses,  1  recommend  it 
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from  an  experience  of  some  years.  My  horses  are  old,  (one 
of  them  at  least  20  years  of  age,)  but  they  are  in  high  spirits 
and  condition  from  having  every  evening  after  work,  excepting 
during  the  soiling  months,  [when  grass,  &c.  was  cut  and  car- 
ried to  them,]  an  abundant  supply  of  boiled  potatoes  (warm) 
regularly  given  to  them  ;  but  as  the  authority  of  T.  C.  Curwen, 
Esq.  M.  P.  of  Workington  Hall,  Cumberland,  is  infinitely  more 
valuable  than  mine  on  this  subject,  I  shall  quote  the  following 
passages  from  his  "  Agricultural  Hints." 

"  It  requires  from  five  to  six  hours  for  a  horse  to  masticate 
a  stone  [14  lbs  ]  of  hay,  while  he  will  eat  a  stone  of  potatoes 
in  twenty  minutes  or  less.  The  saving  of  four  hours  for  rest, 
is  alone  sufficient  to  produce  the  greatest  difference  in  the 
health  ami  condition  of  the  animal.  After  great  fatigue  also  a 
horse  would  be  tempted  to  take  warm  food  when  he  would  not 
eat  hay.  I  have  at  this  time  in  my  works  horses  which  were 
purchased  six  years  ago  of  a  farmer,  who  was  selling  off  his 
stock  as  worn  out,  and  of  little  value,  and  which  are  yet  able 
to  do  their  work  with  the  best  horses  I  have.  I  think  there  is 
little  doubt  of  the  life  of  this  valuable  animal  being  consider- 
ably prolonged  by  this  mode  of  feeding — I  have  begun  to  mix 
an  equal  quantity  of  cut  straw  and  potatoes ;  racks  are,  ac- 
cording to  this  mode  of  feeding,  as  unnecessary  as  they  are 
productive  of  waste  ;  for  to  save  trouble  they  are  always  filled; 
and  what  is  not  eaten  is  always  so  tainted  with  the  breath  of 
the  animal  as  to  be  wasted."  Probably  steamed  mangle  wurt- 
zel  and  other  roots  would  be  as  valuable  as  food  for  horses. 


Culture  of  Turnips. 

E.  Hersy  Derby,  Esq.,  the  successful  candidate  for  the  Pre- 
mium of  the  Mass.  Ag.  Society  on  Turnips,  gave  the  com- 
mittee the  following  particulars,  which  were  duly  authenti- 
cated : 

The  Committee  on'  Vegetable  Crops: 

Gentlemen — I  wish  to  be  considered  an  applicant  for  the 
premium  offered  by  the  Society  for  the  best  crop  of  turnpis. 
My  crop  was  raised  this  season  asiollows  : — The  piece  of  land 
contains,  as  per  certificate  of  the  surveyor,  two  acres  one  quar- 
ter and  seven  poles,  sloping  a  little  towards  the  south  ;  the  up- 
per part  of  the  piece  is  a  light.gravelly  soil,  the  lower  part  of 
the  same  a  good  rich  loam.  The  crop  taken  from  it  in  1832 
was  Indian  corn,  potatoes  and  winter  squashes,  with  a  common 
allowance  of  manure.  Late  this  spring  it  was  ploughed  and 
harrowed  and  allowed  to  remain  in  that  state  till  we  had  fin- 
ished our  English  haying.  About  the  20th  of  July,  we  carted 
on  to  each  acre,  and  spread  as  evenly  as  possible,  about  ten 
ox- carts  of  old  manure  left  of  the  preceeding  year,  each  load 
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drawn  by  a  single  yoke  of  oxen.  The  land  was  then  ploughed 
and  harrowed,  which  covered  the  manure  and  growth  of 
weeds.  The  seed  was  sown  on  the  26th  or  27th  of  July,  by  a 
drill  barrow  moved  by  a  man  walking  in  rows  about  two  and  a 
half  feet  apart.  The  seed  was  raised  the  present  season  by 
myself;  the  quantity  sown  on  the  whole  piece  did  not  exceed 
one  and  three  quarter  lbs.  and  was  covered  b>  passing  the  ox- 
roller  over  the  ground.  There  was  a  slight  shower  the  morn- 
ing we  commenced  sowing  the  seed,  which  gave  the  crop  a 
fine  start ;  and  although  my  other  crops  suffered  severely  by 
the  great  drought  we  experienced  about  that  time,  turnips  did 
not  appear  to  suffer  in  the  least.  As  soon  as  they  were  in  the 
rough  leaf  we  passed  between  the  rows  with  a  light  scarifier 
drawn  by  a  horse  to  loosen  the  ground  and  destroy  the  weeds. 
About  a  week  or  ten  days  afterwards  the  men  went  through 
thein,  thinned  them  out  to  single  plants,  and  cut  up  what  weeds 
they  found  with  their  hoes.  Nothing  more  was  done  till  we 
commenced  taking  them  up  on  the  7th  Nov.;  between  that 
day  and  the  23d  we  carted  to  the  barns  as  follows  : — Thirty  ox- 
cart-loads topped  in  the  field,  and  twelve  and  a  quarter  loads 
untoppcd.  They  were  directed  to  have  every  load  of  the  top- 
ped ones  filled  as  nearly  alike  as  possible;  one  of  them  was 
sent  to  the  public  scales*  and  weighed,  as  per  certificate  of  the 
weigher,  2525  lbs.  nett,  which  makes  the  thirty  loads  to  weigh 
75,750  lbs.;  or  at  56  lbs.  the  bushel,  as  per  the  rule  established 
by  the  Society,  gives  13521  bushels.  On  the  23d  thinking  it 
imprudent  to  risk  the  remainder  of  them  any  longer  in  the 
field,  I  directed  the  men  to  pull  all  that  were  in  the  field,  and 
cart  them  with  their  tops  on  to  the  barn,  on  which  dav  we  cart- 
ed twelve  and  one  quarter  ox-cart-loads,  each  one  of  which 
was  filled  as  full  as  could  be  packed  on.  Topping  these,  and 
carefully  measuring  each  load,  thev  were  found  to  measure 
377i  bushels,  which  added  to  the  others  gives  for  the  whole 
crop  173(M  bushels.  1  expect  to  consume  these  turnips  in 
feeding  the  different  kinds  of  live  stock  on  my  farm  the  ensuing 
winter.

Chafified  Hands. 

The  following  is  the  best  remedy  with  which  we  are  ac- 
quainted :  Wash  your  hands  with  castile  soap  ;  apply  it  with 
a  flannel,  and  if  necessary  use  a  brush,  in  order  to  get  the  dirt 
from  under  and  around  the  nails  and  fingers,  till  they  are  per- 
fectly clean.  The  water  in  winter,  if  convenient,  may  be 
warmed ;  then  rinse  them  in  a  little  clean  water,  and  while 
they  are  wet  rub  them  well  all  over  with  about  half  a  tea 
spoonful  of  gocd  honey;  then  dry  them  well  with  a  clean  towel. 
This"  should  be  done  once  or  twice  a  day,  and  always  before 
going  to  bed. 


Saving  Seeds. 

Gather  seeds  of  all  sorts  which  you  intend  to  sell  or  to  sow 
from  the  finest,  fairest  and  most  fruitful  specimens  of  the 
plants  on  which  the  seeds  grew.  It  is  a  fact  of  much  import- 
ance to  be  known  and  practised  on  by  every  cultivator,  that 
vegetables  as  well  as  animals  may  be  improved  by  propaga- 
ting from  the  best  individuals.  Some  have  found  their  account 
in  culling  their  seed  wheat  from  fine  plants  before  harvesting 
the  general  crop. 


Fallen  Fruit. 

It  will  be  consonant  with  the  best  rules  of  rural  economy  for 
every  farmer,  gardener  and  orchardist  to  gather  all  his  fallen 
and  decaying  fruit,  as  well  as  such  as  being  set  too  thick 
should  be  picked  in  part,  in  order  to  make  room  for  the  re- 
mainder. These  you  will  boil  with  a  little  Indian  meal,  oats, 
refuse  rice,  or  other  farinaceous  substance.  The  fruit  will  be 
the  more  valuable  as  diet  for  hogs  for  having  been  boiled,  and 
the  worms  [curiculiones]  which  it  generally  contains  when 
fallen  or  decayed,  are  thus  to  be  destroyed. 


An  Excellent  Cure  for  Sfirain. 

Take  two  pieces  of  red  flannel :  soak  or  saturate  one  of  them 
completely  with  beef  or  pork  pickle,  (beef  is  best)  and  place 
it  on  the  wrist  or  ancle  sprained,  and  wrap  the  other  piece 
over  it,  and  the  pain  will  subside  in  a  very  short  time. 
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The  above  figure  represents  the  North  Star,  Alioth,  and  the 
Pointers,  when  Alioth  is  on  the  meridian  below  the  pole.

:hen  it  will  represent  them  when  Alioth  and  the  Pole,  or  North 
Star,  are  on  a  level  east  and  west  line,  Alioth  appearing  east 
^f  the  Pole  Star.  By  turning  it  the  other  way,  so  that  D  is  over 
)ead,  it  will  represent  them  on  a  level  east  and  west  line,  and 
Mioth  will  then  appear  west  of  the  North  Star.  Any  person, 
ly  viewing  the  above  figure,  and  comparing  it  with  the  Stars 
:hemselves  in  the  northern  hemisphere,  may  become  acquaint- 
ed with  and  know  the  North  Star,  Alioth,  and  the  Pointers. 

N.  B.  The  above  Stars  make  a  complete  revolution  round 
;he  Pole  once  in  about  twenty-four  hours,  and  are  called  the 
Waggon,  or  Plough. 
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A  Perpetual  Weather  Table- 
By  Doctor  Hersciiel. 
The  following  table  constructed  by  the  celebrated  Doctor 
Herschel,  upon  a  philosophical  consideration  of  the  attraction 
of  the  sun  and  moon,  in  their  several  positions  as  to  the  earth, 
and  confirmed  by  the  experience  of  many  years  actual  obser- 
vation, may,  without  doubt , suggest  to  the  observer  what  kind 
of  weather  will  probably  follow  the  moon's  entrance  into  any 
one  of  her  quarters,  and  that  so  near  the  truth,  that  it  will  be 
very  seldom  found  to  fail.

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  nearer  to  mid- 
night either  the  moon's  periodical  changes  (i.  e.  within  two 
hours  either  before  or  after  it)  thej#or,e  fair  the  weather  is  in 
summer ;  while  the  nearer  to  noon  that  the  changes  take  place, 
the  reverse  may  be  expected.  Fair  weather  may  also  follow 
when  either  ot  the  periodical  changes  occur  during  the  after- 
noon six  hours,  viz.  from  four  to  ten,  but  this  is  mostly  depend- 
ent on  the  wind. — The  moon's  entrance  during  all  the  hours 
after  midnight  except  the  two  first,  is  unfavourable  to  iair 
weather.  The  like  may  nearly  be  observed  in  winter.  Eve- 
ry farmer  ought  to  preserve  a  copy  of  this  table,  and  carefully 
to  regulate  his  pursuit**  by  its  indications.  Such  a  line  of  conduct 
might  materially  promote  his  comforts  and  his  interest,  while 
in  no  ease  would  it  disturb  his  prospects,  or  destroy  his  hopes.

Old  Arrangement. 

For  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  Delaware,  and  the  Eastern 
parts  of  Maryland,  at  Philadelphia,  the  third  second-day  in  the 
fourth  month.  Meeting  of  Ministers  and  Elders  on  the  pre- 
ceding seventh-day. 

For  the  State  of  New  York,  and  parts  adjacent,  in  New 
York,  on  the  second- day  after  the  4th  first-day  in  the  fifth 
month.  Meeting  of  Ministers  and  Elders  on  the  preceding 
seventh  day. 

Rhode  Island,  for  New  England,  begins  with  the  meeting  of 
ministers  and  elders  at  Portsmouth,  on  the  seventh-day  follow- 
ing the  second  sixth  day  in  the  sixth  month.  The  meeting  of 
discipline  concerns   at  Newport,  the  following  2d  day. 

For  Baltimore,  which  takes  in  the  Western  shore  of  Mary- 
land, and  part  of  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania,  is  held  at  Balti- 
more, the  third  second-day  in  the  tenth  month.  The  Meeting 
of  Ministers  and  Elders  on  the  preceding  seventh-day. 

For  Ohio,  which  takes  in  the  western  parts  ot  Pennsylvania, 
is  held  at  Mount  Pleasant,  on  the  2d  day  following  the  first 
First-day  in  the  ninth  month. 

For  Virginia,  is  held  alternately  at  Wain-oak  and  Gravelly- 
run,  the  second -day  after  the  third  seventh-day  in  the  fifth 
month;  at  Gravelly-run  the  present  year,  (1834.)  The  Meet- 
ing of  Ministers  and  Elders  the  preceding  seventh-day. 

For  North  and  South  Carolina,  and  Tennessee,  at  New  Gar- 
den the  second-day  after  the  first  First-day  in  the  eleventh 
month.  The  meeting  of  ministers  andelders  on  the  preceding 
seventh-dav. 

For  Indiana,  is  held  at  White  Water,  the  second  day  after 
the  first  First-day  in  the  tenth  month. 

New  Arrangement. 

The  Yearly  Meeting  for  the  State  of  New  York  and  parts 
adjacent,  is  held  in  New  York,  on  the  second-day  after  the  4th 
First-day  in  the  fifth  month, 

The  Yearly  Meeting  for  Pennsvlvania,  New  Jersey,  Dela- 
ware, and  the  Eastern  parts  of  Maryland,  is  held  at  Philadel- 
phia, the  second  Second-day  in  the  fourth  month. 

Baltimore  Yearly  Meeting,  is  held  at  Baltimore,  the  fourth 
second-day  in  the  tenth  month. 

Ohio  Yearly  Meeting,  is  held  at  Mount  Pleasant,  (Ohio,) 
on  the  second  Second- day  preceding  the  first  First-day  in  the 
ninth  month. 

Indiana  Yearly  Meeting  is  held  at  Wayneville,  (Ohio,)  the 
First  second- day  in  the  tenth  month 

The  Meetings  for  Ministers  and  Elders  on  the  seventh  day 
preceding. 
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TABLE,  of  the  Equation  of  time,  for   regulating 

clocks  and  -watches  for  the  year  1835. 
Note.  Fast  clock,  too  fast,  that  is,  your  clock  to  be  set  right, 
ist  be  so  much  faster  than  the  sun  dial.    Slow  clock,  too  slow, 
it  is,  vour  clock  must  be  so  much  slower  than  the  sun  dial. 
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How  to  set  a  clock  or  watch  by  this  Table.  For  example, 
nuary  1st,  I  find  by  looking  into  the  table,  that  the  clock,  to 
!  right,  must  be  3  minutes  48  seconds  faster  than  the  sun  dial : 
herefore  I  set.  her  so  much  faster.  And  so  of  the  rest.  Twelve 
clock  is  the  best  time  to  set  a  clock  or  watch  by  a  sun  dial. 
Note.  A  sun  dial  shows  solar  or  apparent  time",  but  a  clock, 
c.  shoukrhe  set  to  equal  or«ieantime,  as  the  table  directs.
